We were glad to give space to-day to a communica- 
tion regarding the Student's Council and hope that it 
will give rise to a discussion on the matter of the defic- 
it and the organization of the Council. Our columns 
are open to correspondence at auy time and no corre- 
spondence will be more welcome than that treating of 
the Council and the difficulties, financial and otherwise, 
which it is called upon to face 

The majority of our readers may or may not agree 
with the sentiments of our correspondents. Certain it 
is that every undergraduate can see the necessity of 
paying off the deficit as soon as possible. Generalities 
on the subject arc of little use except in so far as they 
promote discussion and thought on the matter. A defic- 
it is not merely a term; it is a liability which must be 
laced somehow or other, ami must be settled as soon as 
possible. 

If it were possible to pay this deficit out oi a sur- 
plus accrued by the Council, this would undoubtedly be 
the most desirable way for that body to meet its liabil- 
ities. However, under the most favorable circum- 
stances, it would be years before the various liabilities 
which make up the deficit could be paid off, and in the 
meantime what is to be done. Arc we to borrow money 
to meet our debts and pay interest on the money raised 
in that way? Are we immediately to stnrt a sinking 
fund account and, out oi the surplus of the Council, pay 
a set sum into this account every year with the purpose 
of gradually removing the deficit ? If it were possible 
to have a surplus every year, these would be the ques- 
tions which would demand an immediate answer, 

Our correspondents, however, have failed to offer a 
satisfactory suggestion as to the manuer in which the 
surplus is to be arranged for, strict economy is absolute- 
ly essential, and there is no doubt that the Council do 
what they can in tnis respect. When, however, it is a 
matter of the utmost difficulty to calculate iu advance 
what the expenditures for a year are going to be, and 
next to impossible to estimate what the receipts will 
amount to; the matter of a surplus appears iu an en- 
tirely, different light. 

As stated iu a recent editorial, we have come to the 
conclusion that it is possible for the Council to at least 
break eveu financially in a series of years, if the matter 
of initial expenditures iu connection with new undertak- 
ings is not taken into consideration. We also believe, 
that to say at the begiuumg of any one year, that there 
will be a surplus, is to venture into the realms of sheer 
probability. We fail to see how' auy definite plau of ex- 
penditures can be laid down to ensure a surplus when it 
is absolutely impossible to say what the receipts will 
be. 

We gather from the communication referred to above 
that Mr. Ludiugtou and Mr. Mathesou advocate cutting 
down the grants to individual Clubs and in some cases 
the abolishment of the Club altogether where it is not 
a payiug proposition. Do our correspondents realize 
that frequently in the past the Clubs which have had 
the biggest deficits have been the strongest and most 
popular ones ? In addition to this it would be almost 
as difficult to decide which club or clubs should go as it 
appears to be for the Government of the United States 
to effect a reduction in the tariff. "Take my neighbor's 
money but don't touch mine," would be the slogan of 
each club threatened with the loss of cither money or 
existence. 

There are many other points m connection with the 
letter of Mr. Ludington and Mr. Matheson, which merit 
consideration. We refrain from commenting on these in 
the hope that somebody else will see fit to do so and 
will aid us to throw still further light on a .difficult 
and embarassing questio
